The mandarin fearing that the 
Christians would endeavor to rescue their 
missionary by force, wished to intimidate 
them by this. display of troops. When his 
intentions were known, all the town showed 
the greatest affliction. The jailers, the pris¬ 
oners, and all who had auy connection with 
the Missionary, expressed their sorrow and 
regret. 

The mandarin was apprehensive of a riot 
and he took up his position on the ramparts.

An lndiun Election. 

The Editor of The St. Louis Republican 
mating from Fort Laramie under date of 
September 15, gives an interesting account 
of an election of Chief by the Sioux nations. 
Colonel Mitchel indicated a mode of election 
He said be would uominatu a man, nud gave 
each voter a stick, one being selected from 
every nation with direction to give the stick 
to the nominee if approved ofl The Writer 
thus describes the election: 

Col. M. announced to the bands that Malt- 
toe-wah-yu-why was elected by biin. When 
this announcement was made, the squaws 
of his hand set up a shout of joy. This act 
of impropriety on the part of the squaws, 
interfering with the business of the men, 
recalled Mah-toe-wah-yn-why to himself, 
aud he indignantly rebuked them for it. 
Then turning to Col. iVL, he addressed him 
in substance as follows: 

“Father, I am a young man and have no 
experience. I do not desire to be Chief of 
tha Duiicotahs. I have uot attended the 
Councils much, because there are older and 
better heads in our nation than I am. There 
are uien who know the -while man longer 
than I have, and they know better what to 
do, and understand what you aud our Great 
Father projtoses for our good, better thau 1 
do. Father, I have not attended the councils 
for several suns. I have been hunting buff¬ 
alo, and I would not have come litre to-day 
if I had knowu that this would have happen¬ 
ed. Father, I think you should have select¬ 
ed some older and wiser man than my¬ 
self.” 

Col. M. explained to him, that he bad 
selected him because of the character he 
bore amoug the whites aud Indians, for 
honesty, intellegeuce and courage. That 
it was necessary there should be one princi¬ 
pal Chief, and if the natiou selected him, 
liis Great Father would sustain him in his 
office. . N 

Mah-toe-wah-yu-why replied: “leather, 1 
am not afraid to die, but to be Chief of all the 
Dahcotahs, l must be a Big Chief! If I ain 
to be Cltiefl must he a Big Chief, or in a few 
moons I will be sleepiug (dead) on the 
prairies. I have a squaw and papooses that 
I do not wish to leave. Ifl am not a power¬ 
ful Chief! my opponents will be on iny trail 
all the time. 1 do uot fear them. I have to

In the heat of the last French war. 
some forty years ago, says a writer in 
•4* Hogg’s Instructor,” we were under the 
necessity of removing to the north to 
make our residence in London. \\ e 
took our passage in one of the old Scotch 
smacks from Leith, and, wishing to settle 
down immediately on our arrival in the 
great metropolis, we took our furniture 
along with us.
